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Top  Crops,  1968 

Total  U.S.  crop  production  and  yield  per  acre  in  1968  averaged  record 
high:  major  crops  contributing  were: 

Food  Grains,  (wheat,  rye,  rice)  totaled  53  million  tons,  4 percent  above 
1967  and  nearly  a third  above  average. 

Winter  Wheat  totaled  1,229  million  bushels,  2 percent  above  1967,  and 
27  percent  above  average. 

Durum  Wheat  totaled  97.7  million  bushels,  47  percent  above  1967. 

All  Wheat  was  48  million  bushels  above  the  1967  high.  The  1968  crop 
totaled  1,570  million,  and  was  341  million  bushels  above  average.

Less  Acreage  Seeded  for  1969  Winter  Wheat 


Seedings  of  winter  wheat  in  the  fail  of  1968,  for 
harvest  in  1969,  totaled  43  million  acres,  13 
percent  less  than  for  the  1968  crop,  and6  percent 
below  average.  The  acreage  allotment  for  all 
wheat  was  reduced  13  percent  to  51.6  million 
acres  for  the  1969  crop.  Acreage  diversion  pay- 
ments will  be  offered  to  growers  for  the  1969 
crop  but  were  not  offered  in  the  two  previous 
crop  years. 

Planted  acreage  declined  from  a year  earlier 
in  all  major  winter  wheat  producing  States.  No 


State  had  increased  acreage,  and  only  two  of  the 
minor  producing  States,  Arizona  and  Iowa,  planted 
more.  Largest  percentages  of  decline  were  in 
the  Southern  Great  Plains,  South  Central,  East 
North  Central  and  Atlantic  Regions, 

A 7 -percent  above  average  crop  of  winter  is 
expected  for  1969  totaling  1,115  million  bushels, 
based  on  conditions  as  of  December  1.  It  would 
be  9 percent  less  than  the  high  record  set  this 
year.
